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INTRODUCTION 


This  compilation  is  a  preliminary  listing  of  the  principal  sources 
which  should,  he  examined  for  the  agricultural  statistics  of  the  State  of 
Idaho,  by  anyone  who  is  considering  making  an  index  to  these  statistics 
similar  to  the  one  which  has  been  made  for  Alabama  (Agricultural  Economics 
Bibliography  No,  15)  The  list  is  fairly  complete  for  those  publications  which 
are  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul  ture  and  in  the  Library 
of  Congress*  It  is  probable,  however,  that  some  additional  sources  may  be 
discovered  in  the  detailed  indexing,  which  are  not  noted  in  this  preliminary 
survey  of  the  publications.  This  list  is  divid.ed  into  four  parts?  (1)  state 
oliicial,  (2)  federal  official,  (3)  unofficial,  and  (4)  periodical  publications, 
The  state  official  sources  listed  have  been  examined,  and  a  somewhat  detailed 
statement  made  indicating  the  kind  of  agricultural  statistics  to  be  found  in 
them.  The  items  in  the  other  three  groups,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  have 
not  been  examined.  These  are  included  as  possible  sources,  which  should  be 
examined.  Many  of  these  may  not  contain  agricultural  statistics*  On  the  other 
hand  they  may  yield  material  of  value  either  in  actual  statistics  or  in  refer¬ 
ences  to  sources  not  noted  herein*  The  list  of  federal  official  sources  in¬ 
cludes  only  those  publications  which  deal  exclusively  with  Idaho  or  with  the 
Northwestern  States,  The  necessity  for  examination  of  the  statistics  of  the 
Northwestern  States  is  shown  by  the  following  condensed  outline  of  the  history 
of  the  area  which  is  now  the  State  of  Idaho?

The  statistics  for  Idaho  which  are  contained  in  such  publications  as 
the  Yearbook  of  the  U,  S,  ^Department  of  Agriculture  will  be  brought  out  when 
these  publications  are  indexed  for  all  of  the  states.  This  work  has  been  begun. 
When  it  is  finished  the  references  to  each  state  can  be  incorporated  in  the 
index  for  that  state,  thus  making  a  complete  index  to  the  sources  of  the 
agricultural  statistics  of  that  state. 


The  list  of  unofficial  publications  is  probably  the  least  important 
group  of  all  as  many  of  the  statistics  contained  therein  are  quoted  from 
official  sources,-  If,  however,  an  unofficial  publication  is  well  documented 
it  may  lead  to  a  valuable  primary  source  of  statistical  material. 

The  periodicals  are  listed  primarily  as  sources  of  prices  of  agricultural 
commodities.  A  few  other  statistics  may  be  found  scattered  here  and  there. 

The  fact  that  they  are  so  scattered  may  make  the  detailed  indexing  of  them 
especially  important* 


Someone  may  question  the  usefulness  of  making  this  preliminary  survey, 
objecting  that  we  know  already  in  a  general  way  where  to  look  for  agricultural 
statistics.  Others  may  think  that  this  list  is  sufficient  and  that  a  more 
detailed  index  is  unnecessary. 
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r£o  the  first  we  would  reply  that  the  general  knowledge  of  sources 
such  as  gained  through  reference  work  is  gathered  piecemeal,,  It  is 
well  to  bring  all  those  bits  of  knowledge  together  as  one  fits  together 
the  parts  of  a  puzzle  until  the  whole  stands  out  clearly*  This  gives  a 
better  idea  oi  the  work  to  be  done  and  of  the  best  place  to  begin®  Much 
labor  may  be  saved  by  indexing,  simultaneously,  primary  and  secondary  sources* 
for  instance  the  number  and  value  of  dairy  cattle  as  determined  by  the 
State  Equalization  Board  and  issued  in  its  Proceedings  are  frequently  found 
a.Lso  m  the  Auditor *s  report  or  the  report  of  the  State  Tax  Commissioner* 

Such  a  preliminary  survey  as  this  may  be  of  definite  assistance  also 
in  helping  a  library  fill  the  gaps  in  its  files,  as  the  list  may  reach  persons 
who  otherwise  would  never  know  the  files  v/ere  incomplete.  Some  of  the  files 
in  the  library  cf  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  are  incomplete  as  this 
list  shows*  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  anyone  who  is  able  to  supply  missing 
issues  will  do  so.  We  shall  be  glad  to  send  a  frank  for  the  free  mailing  of 
publications  to  complete  the  sets  in  our  national  Agricultural  Library* 


Eor  the  information  of  those  who  think  that  this  preliminary  list  makes 
a  more  detailed  index  unnecessary  we  would  like  to  state  that  a  circular  letter 
was  sent  out  with  the  Alabama  index  to  the  State  agricultural  economists  asking 
the  specific  question  as  to  Whether  the  index  was  too  detailed.*  Almost  with 
one  accord,  the  replies  cams  back  11  the  more  detailed  the  better.”  We  also 
have  found  this  true  from  our  own  experience.  The  index  which  directs  one  to 
volume  and  page  is  infinitely  more  useful  in  answering  a.  hurried  telephone 
request  than  a  general  reference  to  statistical  material  from  which  the  item 
desired  must  be  selected. 


We,  therefore,  present  this  Preliminary  List  of  the  Sources  of  the 
Agricultural  Statistics  of  Idaho  as  a  sample  of  the  kind  of  list  which  is 
desirable  before  undertaking  a  more  detailed  index  for  any  state  similar  to 
the  one  for  Alabama.

In  this  report  the  following  statement  is  made;  ’’There  is  no 
record  showing  the  status  of  affairs,  especially  as  respects  the  progress 
and  development  up  to  the  year  ending  June  30,  1879,  Consequently  the 
advance  made  during  the  past  year  could,  at  least,  only  be  estimated. 
Moreover  therd  is  no  bureau  or  other  method  provided  for  the  collection 
of  statistics  of  the  resources,  industries,  products,  etc.,  of  the 
Terri to ry* ...” 

There  acre  no  statistical  tables  in  this  report.  The  descriptive 
paragraphs  on  agriculture  and  fruit,  stock-raising  and  gracing,  and  timber 
contain  estimated  state  totals  of  acreage  or  value.  Average  yield  per 
acre  of  wheat  and  oats  are  also  given. 

1880/81.  This  report  is  similar  to  the  one  for  the  previous  year, 
the  only  important  addition  being  the  price  of  dairy  and  beef  cattle,  p.12. 

1883/84,  Ho  additional  statistics* 

1884/85.  Similar  to  earlier  reports  with  the  addition  of  a  table 
showing  the  cost  of  establishing  a  home  on  the  desert  lands  of  the 
Government. 

1885/86.  Gives  tables  showing  production  for  eight  counties,  of  wheat, 
oats,  barley  (or  barley  and  other  grains)  flaxseed,  cattle,  horses, 
sheep ,  hogs,  and  hay;  and  total  population. 

Amount  of  land  under  cultivation  is  given  for  four  counties;  and  the 
value  of  irrigation  canals  for  five  counties.  Production  of  corn  is  given 
for  Ada  County. 

1386/87-1889/90,  In  these  reports  a  section  is  devoted  to  each 
county  in  which  are  given  the  production  of  the  principal  field  crops  and 
fruits,  number  of  livestock,  acreage  under  cultivation,  and  value  of 
improved  lands.  These  items  vary  with  the  counties  and  from  year  to  year.

These  reports  deal  primarily  with  the  work  and  expenditures  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.,  including  inspections  of  livestock,  apiaries, 
crops,  etc, ,  also  stallion  registration.  Bounties  paid  for  destruction  of 
predatory  animals,  tuberculosis  eradication  and  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures. 

The  1919  annual  report  gives  for  the  state  as  a  whole  the  number  and 
value  of  dairy  cows,  other  cattle,  hogs,  sheep  and  horses;  fruit  acreage 
and  carlo t  shipments  by  kinds  of  fruit;  and,  by  counties,  number  of 
colonies  of  bees,  amount  and  value  of  honey  produced  and  amount  sold. 

The  report  for  the  biennium  ending  December  31,  1920,  gives  the  Census 
valuation  of  farm  lands,  buildings,  implements,  and  machinery;  the  value 
of  livestock  by  kinds;  and  the  annual  income  for  the  state  from  the 
principal  crops  and  livestock  products. 

The  1923-24  report  gives  the  number  of  cars  of  the '.principal  fruits 
and  vegetables  that  were  shipped  under  State  and  Federal  inspection  from 
various  stations  1921  to  1924  inclusive.  This  report  also  contains  the 
results  of  an  orchard  survey  made  in  1924  showing  the  number  and  age  of 
trees  by  kinds  and  varieties  of  fruit*  Total  acreage  and  acreage  by 
kinds  of  cover  crops  are  given  by  district*

The  assessors1  statements  1889  and  1890  include  the  following 
statistics  by  county:  acreage  and  value  of  patented  lands;  value  of

These  reports  contain,  during  the  crop  season,  acreage  planted,  condition 
reports,  and  estimates  of  production  for  the  principal  crops*  Many  issues 
contain  estimated  farm  prices,

commercial  districts  in  Idaho,  1916/17,  1917/13  and  1918/19. 

ho.  4,  November,  1919,  gives  carlo t  shipments  of  potatoes  by  stations 
in  Idaho  for  1916/17^917/13,  1918/19  and  carload  production  by  states, 
1918  compared  with  the  estimated  production  for  19190 

ho.  5,  December,  1919,  is  the  annual’  crop  report  which  gives  acreage, 
production,  yield  per  acre,  total  farm  value,  value  per  unit  and  value 
per  acre  of  Idaho^s  principal  crops.  Production  of  wheat,  oats,  and 
barley  is  given  by  district  and  county  for  1918  and  1919.  For  the

J,,  1920,  (based  on  assessors1  returns)  and  milk  production  for  1920, 
For  the  state  as  a  whole,  number,  value  per  head,  and  total  value  of 
principal  kinds  of  livestock  are  given  annually  1916-1920* 

ho.  7,  March,  1920,  contains  farm  land  values  per  acre  in  1920  com¬ 
pared  with  Census  of  1910  by  district  and  county;  similar  figures  for  the 
state  are  given  for  1918,  1919,  and  1920,  Average  wages  of  male  farm  labor 
axe  given  by  district,  and  county  for  1919  and  for  the  state  1910,  1918  and 
1919. 

ho.  9,  May,  1920,  shows  number  of  livestock  lost  from  disease  and 
exposure  by  the  state  annually  1917-1920.

No.  12,  August,  1920,  gives  number  of  hogs,  cattle  and  sheep  on 
Idaho  farms  July  1,  1919  and  July  1,  1920, 

No.  14,  October,  1920,  gives  percentage  of  crop  harvested  in  each 
month  in  Idaho  for  principal  crops. 

No.  15,  November,  1920,  gives  carlo t  shipments  of  potatoes  by 
stations,  1916/17,  1917/18,  1918/19,  and  1919/20. 

No.  16/17,  May,  1921,  is  entitled  Idaho  Agricultural  Review*.  The 
foreword  states;  11  In  issuing  this  number  of  the  Idaho  Crop  Reporter,  the 
idea  has  been  to  bring  together,  under  one  cover,  as  much  as  possible, 
all  available  data  on  Idaho  agriculture  . .*{l 

In  addition  to  the  1920  crop  report  and  the  livestock  reports  as  of 
January  1,  1921,  which  are  given  by  counties,  state  figures  are  given 
for  many  crops  dating  back  to  1867  (taken  from  federal  sources)  and 
climatological  records  are  given,  many  of  which  date  back  to  1899,  and 
some  of  which  are  as  early  as  1871.  Wages  of  farm  labor  for  the  state 
compared  with  the  United  States  are  given  for  1910  and  annually  for 
1914  to  1920*
